Sec. 1. That it shall be the duty of the secretary of the

to prepare the laws passed at each scssion thereof, for publica-
tion; to arrange them in proper order, according to the date o
the approval; to make a proper index, and full and sufficient
wnarginal notes, to all the acts and joint resolutions of the Le-
gislative Assembly. '

Skc. 2. It shall be the duty of the said secretary to furaish
copies of the laws and resolutions, so prepared for publication,
in due time, to the printer who shall have been employed to
print the same, and duly to superintend the printing thereof; and
the laws and resolutions so printed, shall be certificd by him, to
be true copics of the laws and resolutions on file in his office.
